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Campaigners make last ditch plea to secure hospital’s future 



Members of Keep Our NHS Public and others at County Hall for their last chance to challenge controversial healthcare plans 

UNITED IN BATTLE 
TO SAVE HORTON 


‘FRIGHTENED’ campaigners, the 
clergy and politicians came togeth¬ 
er with one voice to stop controver¬ 
sial healthcare plans from putting 
patients’ lives at risk. 

United in their fears over the impact 
of an impending decision over the NHS 
in Oxfordshire, speakers urged mem¬ 
bers of the Health Overview and Scru¬ 
tiny Committee (HOSC) yesterday to 
step in and act. 

Almost 20 people, including Witney 
MP Robert Courts and the Bishop of 
Dorchester Colin Fletcher, raised fears 
over phase one of Oxfordshire’s Sus¬ 
tainability and Transformation Plan 
(SPT), which includes the permanent 
downgrading of the maternity services 
at the Horton General Hospital in Ban¬ 
bury. 

It would also see the closure of 146 
acute beds and the reduction in the crit¬ 
ical care level at the Horton. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis, who 
has defended the need to reverse the 
temporary downgrade and closure of 
obstetric services at the Horton, said 
she and her 90,000 constituents spoke 
as one. 

She added: “We are anxious about the 
future of our hospital, we are fright¬ 
ened about the current safety of moth¬ 
ers and babies and we are angry about

the process. We have been fighting to 
save the Horton for as long as I can re¬ 
member. It is important, it provides a 
third of Oxfordshire’s A&E services, it 
is important to everybody.” 

Among the speakers at county hall 
was Witney MP Robert Courts, who said 
he was ‘disturbed’ by the consultation 
process held by Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) over the 
plans. 

He said: “It is lives we are talking 
about, it is the safety of mothers and 
children and that is what we risk if the 
proposals go ahead in the form it is 
suggested. 

The meeting took an emotional 
turn when Keep the Horton General 
(KTHG) campaigner Val Ingram de¬ 
scribed an Oxfordshire family’s har¬ 
rowing experiences of the temporary 
downgraded and midwife-led mater¬ 
nity services at the Horton. 

Tears ran down the cheeks of HOSC 
member and Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cillor Andrew McHugh as Ms Ingram 
told how an expecting mother sud¬ 
denly began to lose a lot of blood, one 
month before the baby was full term. 
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With no doctors or specialist care fa¬ 
cilities, she and her family had to make 
a 20-mile journey to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Oxford. 

She said: “When her husband eventu¬ 
ally found her, in his words he describes 
the scene as traumatic. 

“The love of his life had lost so much 
blood that he thought she was going to 
die. She was given three blood transfu¬ 
sions and was at this time desperately 
ill. The little baby girl was born, perfect¬ 
ly formed but tragically dead.” 

The CCG will make their final deci¬ 
sion on the first phase proposals at a 
9.30am meeting today (Thursday) at the 
Oxford Examination Schools in High 
Street.

A DATE has been set for the 
next stage of major work to the 
roof at a new £12m retirement 
living scheme in Banbury. 

Construction work is currently 
taking place on Park Gardens in 
Bath Road on land previously be¬ 
longing to Banbury and Bicester 
College. 

When complete, the complex will 
feature a series of one- and two-bed¬ 
room apartments as well as a cafe 
bar, lounge, activity studio, gym and 
hair and beauty salon. 

In September work will reach its 
next key phase when the first roof 
tiles are added to the four-storey 
building by social enterprise Bro- 
mford. 

The installation of the concrete 
first floor is also due to begin this 
week. 

Bromford spokeswoman Penny 
Downing said: “Our in-house con¬ 
struction team is doing a fantastic 
job. 

“It really feels like we are ap¬ 
proaching an exciting and signifi¬ 
cant stage of the development be¬ 
cause once the first roof tiles go on 
we will begin to get an idea of how 
the final building will look in all its 
glory. 


“Park Gardens will offer residents 
a safe, secure and happy home as 
well as creating a vibrant and lively 
community for residents and the 
wider community to enjoy” 

Land for the project was made 


available three years ago when Ban¬ 
bury and Bicester College moved its 
media and motor vehicle facilities 
to a new £6m centre on the other 
side of Broughton Road. 

A show apartment at Park Gar¬ 
dens is due to open towards the end 


of the year. 

The development is set to create a 
number of job opportunities for lo¬ 
cal people and businesses as the de¬ 
velopment moves forward and the 
first residents are expected to move 
in in early 2019. 


Daylight robbers 
jailed for 8 years 

TWO men have been jailed for a 
total of eight years after carrying 
out a daylight knifepoint robbery 
outside a church. 

Patrick Broderick, of Paradise 
Street, Oxford, and Barry Bloom, of 
Rotary Way, Banbury, had both 
denied robbery and Broderick 
denied possession of a knife. 

During their trial at Oxford 
Crown Court, Bloom, 38, had 
already admitted another charge of 
possessing a knife after police 
found a seven-inch kitchen knife in 
his trouser pocket immediately 
after the incident on May 17 last 
year. 

A jury of four men and eight 
women convicted the pair on Friday 
after the incident at The Beacon 
drop-in centre for the homeless at 
Horse Fair, Banbury. 

Prosecuting, Timothy Boswell had 
told jurors that Broderick, 46, had 
been drunk that morning and 
showed such bad behaviour that he 
was asked to leave the centre. 

Soon after, the victim, Gary 
Bouchard, arrived at about 11am 
before walking outside of the centre 
and along the side of the 
neighbouring St Mary’s Church 
yard. 

There he was cornered by 
Broderick who punched him in the 
face and pushed him up against a 
wall. Broderick then got out a knife 
and ran it across the victim’s face 
with Bloom forcing him to empty 
his pockets before making off with 
pound coins. 

Each was sentenced to four years 
in prison for the robbery and 12 
months for possessing the blade, to 
run concurrently, and must pay a 
victim surcharge.

Canal Day 2017 
will go ahead 

THOUSANDS of boating fanatics 
are set to descend on the county for 
a ‘massive event’. 

Canal Day in Banbury will go 
ahead this year, despite previous 
cancellations after a delay to 
building work planned for the 
waterside. 

Organisers Banbury Town 
Council say visitors are guaranteed 
a variety of stalls, including food 
vendors, music courtesy of 
Banbury Folk Festival, funfair and 
plenty of ‘water-based action’. 

Mayor Cllr Colin Clarke said: 
“Canal Day is a massive event with 
around 12,000 visitors. It is good 
news that we can have the event 
this year when all seemed lost. 

“I want to thank Castle Quay for 
telling us of the change of plan as 
soon as they were aware of it. 

“Many boaters - especially 
traders - plan their year with 
Banbury Canal Day in mind and we 
hope they are still available.” 

Entertainment in Spiceball Park 
will include falconry, go-karts, and 
traders, and there will be 
workshops outside The Mill. 

Paul Jackson, Castle Quay’s 
centre manager, said: “The start 
date for CQ2 was put back and we 
realised straight away that Canal 
Day could go ahead as usual.” 

Canal Day 2017 was cancelled 
earlier this year because demolition 
and construction work - part of the 
Castle Quay Two expansion - on the 
canals ide north of General Foods 
Social Club was due to start this 
month. 

But the work will not now begin 
until after the traditional Canal Day 
date - this year October 1. 


ROADS in Banbury are 'rapidly 
declining' and millions of pounds are 
needed to fix them, it has been 
claimed. 

Mark Cherry, a Labour county 
councillor, said 'enough is enough' 
when it comes to repairing roads in 
his Ruscote ward. 

He said: "So much of my time as a 
councillor is spent reporting pot holes 
and waiting for them to be repaired. 


when the reality is that everyone's 
hands are tied - mine, Oxfordshire 
County Council technical teams and 
the county council itself - because of 
the Government budget cuts". 

The councillor added that the cuts 
meant it was unlikely all of the 
necessary roads could be repaired. 

He said: "One estimate I've seen 
says that fixing potholes in 
Oxfordshire could cost £165 million 


and a further £20 million a year to 
maintain, but the highways budget is 
only £20 million a year to start with, 
which means we are barely 
managing, in fact we're actually 
managing a rapid decline in the 
quality of our roads." 

At a meeting of the full county 
council on September 12 Mr Cherry 
will urge the authority to demand 
extra funding from central 


government and said he is hoping for 
'cross-party support'. 

Repairs and resurfacing have been 
requested for Caernarvon Way, 
Woodgreen Avenue, Orchard Way, 
Drayton Road, Trinity Close and 
Cromwell Street. 

Much of this work is expected to be 
completed later this year. 

Oxfordshire County Council did not 
respond to a request for comment.

i Poorer service with 
fewer police around’

THE public is receiving a ‘poorer 
police service’ as crime rises and 
police numbers continue to fall, 
the body which represents officers 
in Oxfordshire has warned. 

Thames Valley Police federation said 
police officers were being ‘run ragged’ 
as funding cuts continued to bite. 

Federation chairman Craig O’Leary 
said an increase in workloads and 
dwindling numbers of officers was a 
‘recipe for disaster’ and added the cuts 
were contributing to a rise in mental 
health issues among staff. 

In 2010, there were 4,434 police offic¬ 
ers across the force, which has now 
dropped to 4,096. 

Pc O’Leary said the drop in officer 
numbers put staff under ‘increased 
pressure’, which ultimately meant the 
level of service was diminished. 

He added: “The correlation’s quite 
clear. 

“If the demand is increasing and 
there are fewer officers to do the work, 
it means longer response times for 
members of the public and we don’t get 
to them as quickly perhaps as we would 
like to. 

“What it means for our members is 
they’re under increasing pressure. 

“The workload that those officers 
were doing has to be picked up some¬ 
where, and it’s spread now across few¬ 
er officers. 

“They [the public] don’t then get to 
see an officer always in the times that

they should do. So it’s a poorer service 
to the public.” 

The force is expected to lose a fur¬ 
ther 59 officer posts over the next three 
years as it braces to make a further 
£22m of savings on top of cash cuts of 
more than £88m since 2011. 

Across England and Wales there are 
now 123,142 police officers - 20,592 few¬ 
er than there were when the coalition 
government came to power in 2010. 

Last year Thames Valley Police Chief 
Constable Francis Habgood guaran¬ 
teed to meet the needs of the public 
despite the Government austerity cuts. 

In the force’s budget, police and crime 
commissioner Anthony Stansfeld stat¬ 
ed £10.5m will be cut this year - with a 
draft budget for day to day police costs 
for 2017/18 totalling £392m. 

Head of Tasking and Resilience, 
Chief Superintendent Steven Hockin 
previously told the Banbury Cake that 
the ‘policing landscape’ had changed 


with the emergence of ‘new complex 
crimes such as cyber-crime and the 
growth of others including sexual of¬ 
fences’. 

He added the force’s new operating 
model, which started on June 1, would 
‘ensure’ it was ‘agile enough’ to allo¬ 
cate resources where needed. 

Pc O’Leary said chief constables 
around the country were now telling 
the Government they were ‘struggling 
to meet demand’. 

He added: “We need the Government 
now to recognise the fact that we are 
struggling to meet demand. 

“I see there were some comments 
from Nick Hurd, the new policing min¬ 
ister, that he recognises and hears what 
the police are saying to him, and it’s 
not just the police federation. 

“It’s coming now from the chiefs. 

“The people on the street know what 
they’re talking about, we’ve been say¬ 
ing this for several years. 

“Don’t just take it as scaremongering 
by the police federation. It’s not. 

“We’re listening to our members and 
we’re feeding that to the Government. 

“I appreciate the chiefs are now on 
board and they recognise that we are 
stretched, and it’s all too little too late.” 

Latest figures released by the Office 
for National Statistics revealed crime 
across Oxfordshire is on the rise, with 
a jump of almost five per cent in re¬ 
ported offences in a year - including a 
surge in violent crime and shoplifting 
in Oxford. 

Between April and December 2016, 
108,122 crimes in the county were re¬ 
ported, compared to 103,413 over the 
same period in 2015 and 100,804 in 2014.

A £4,300 cash boost from the 
Gannett Foundation has helped 
St Peter’s Playgroup in Wolver- 
cote finally fund the transfor¬ 
mation of their ‘mud swamp’ 
outdoor play area. 

Work will begin next week on re¬ 
placing turf, regularly too wet to use 
in winter, with artificial grass. 

It comes as the Banbury Cake's 
parent company Gannett Media 
launched its latest search for chari¬ 
ties looking for a funding boost of 
up to £10,000. 

St Peter’s applied in last year’s 
funding round and was one of five 
charities in Oxfordshire given 
£30,000 to fund everything from out¬ 
ings for young carers to the creation 
of a cyber cafe. 

Playgroup committee member 
Megan Carberry said: “We’ve been 
slowed down by waiting for the dio¬ 
cese to approve the changes to the 
land because it is church owned but 
it’s finally happening now. 

“It’s going to be fantastic. At the 
moment in the winter it becomes a 
mud swamp on the grass and it’s un¬ 
safe for the younger children.” 

She explained that ,as the grass 
was on the north side of St Peter’s 
Church, it remained in shadow 
most of the day, which prevented it 
drying properly. 

The mother-of-one added that for 
the past two winters access had 
been shut off completely for weeks 
at a time because the children were 
‘slipping and hurting themselves’. 


She said staff were looking for¬ 
ward to seeing the children enjoy 
the benefits of outdoor play all year 
round. 

She said: “It’s a vital part of early 
years education that they get out¬ 


side and explore nature rather than 
being cooped up inside all the time.” 

Each year the Gannett Founda¬ 
tion sifts through hundreds of ap¬ 
plications to find local causes most 
in need of help. 


This year the criteria has been ex¬ 
panded to include one-day or limit¬ 
ed-time events. 

Mrs Carberry encouraged others 
to take advantage of the scheme. 

She said: “I would definitely rec-

ommend putting in an application. 

“I didn’t think we fitted the condi¬ 
tions exactly last year but it worked 
out for us. 

“I was initially put off applying 
because the process seemed daunt¬ 
ing but when I started I found the 
questions asked were straightfor¬ 
ward and didn’t make you jump 
through any ridiculous hoops.” 

“The project was something that 
had been talked about for the past 
five years, but was only looked into 
properly a couple of years ago. 

“When we did we realised it was 
far beyond what we could afford and 
it wouldn’t have been possible with¬ 
out the grant.”

SPEED humps could be flat¬ 
tened on Oxfordshire’s roads as 
part of a plan to reduce emis¬ 
sions levels throughout the 
country. 

The Government has mooted 
measures which could see conten¬ 
tious humps removed from roads, 
and Oxfordshire County Council’s 
traffic chief has admitted they 
could go as part of a wider plan. 

The proposal has proved a hit with 
some Oxford residents, who have 
made their opposition to the traffic- 
calming measures clear. 

Blackbird Leys Parish Council 
chairman Gordon Roper said he 
wanted to see humps removed as 
quickly as possible and that they 
have proved more trouble than they 
are worth since they were built in 
1975. 

He said: “No one takes any notice 
of them. They’re more of a hazard 
for fire brigades and ambulances. 
There are vital seconds being lost 
by the speed bumps. They did their 
bit but now it is time for them to go. 

“No one slows down and they are 
not a deterrent. They make sure 
the wheels are at lowest part either 
side of the bump and they just go 
straight over. 

“The humps in Blackbird Leys are 
just a waste of time. Everywhere 
around here is a 20mph limit so 
there’s no need for speed bumps. 
People should just adhere to the 
limit.”

paper The Oxford Times found Ox¬ 
ford city centre was the 13th worst 
area for air quality in UK and the 
eighth worst outside London. 

The Department for Transport 
and the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs said 
new fuels, encouraging a wider use 
of public transport and boosting 
the take-up of electrical cars could 


be used alongside scrapping humps 
to cuts down emissions. 

But a business owner whose tat¬ 
too shop campaigned to get humps 
installed outside his shop insisted 
they should remain. 

Daniel Hall, who owns Oxford 
Ink on The Roundway in Heading- 
ton, said: “There are a lot of kids 
who play outside, and getting rid 


of speed humps would make people 
speed. It’s a silly idea. 

“The council spent thousands 
of pounds on putting road humps 
in, now to turn around and spend 
more on digging the roads up. What 
about all the money digging them 
up again? 

“They’ll cause more traffic prob¬ 
lems as they queue in single lanes 


while they’re digging road up for 
months.” 

According to information from lo¬ 
cal authorities, the average cost of 
a speed hump, which will stretch 
across a 7.3 metre road, is about 
£2,300. 

But Oxfordshire County Council 
said any cost of humps - which it 
claims have cut accidents by half 
in some areas - are taken from com¬ 
munity pots meant to improve new 
estates and cost the taxpayer noth¬ 
ing. 

Yvonne Constance, the council’s 
cabinet member for transport, said 
the move is a possibility 

She said: “There is a very big plan 
to cut down on pollution and I am 
sure getting rid of speed humps 
would be considered but it is not 
flagged up as a single item. 

“We don’t know exactly what we 
will do yet because it all has to be 
looked at in great detail. We have 
to decide whether it will be applied 
to all roads, and look at the picture 
road by road.” 

Jenny Bates, Friends of the Earth 
air pollution campaigner, warned 
that other measures need to be 
looked at in addition to simply re¬ 
moving speed bumps. 

She said: “Changes to traffic calm¬ 
ing measures can help with air 
pollution, but there’s no point in 
throwing the baby out with the bath 
water. If speed humps are removed, 
and not replaced with other, as ef¬ 
fective, traffic calming measures, 
then are we just swapping protect¬ 
ing children’s lungs with protecting 
their safety on the roads? Clearly we 
need to do both.”

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Haunting drama about death 


A GHOST STORY (12A, 92 mins) 
Romance/Drama. Rooney Mara, 
Casey Affleck, Will Oldham, Sonia 
Acevedo. Director: David Lowery. 
When I was five years old, I woke 
one night to find an old woman 
at the bottom of the bed, staring 
down at me with a benevolent 
smile. 

She silently left my room and 
descended the wooden stairs to the 
hall with me in bleary-eyed pursuit. 
By the time I reached the living 
room, where my parents were 
watching television, she had van¬ 
ished. 

When I asked my mother where 
the old woman had gone, there 
was a moment of confusion that 
threatened to spark panic, followed 
by forensic examination to confirm 
I wasn't being a scamp. 

Once my parents were certain I was 
telling the truth, my mother calmly 
explained that the old woman was 
probably the previous owner of the 
house, who had died peacefully in 
one of the bedrooms. 

Ever since, I have been convinced 
that death is not a full stop to this 
gloriously bewildering life - it is 
merely a tantalising semi-colon. 

A Ghost Story is a haunting drama 
about life and love after death that 
drapes Oscar winner Casey Affleck 
in a flowing white sheet as the 
titular spectre for the majority of 
the 92-minute running time. 

Written and directed by David 
Lowery, the film is an oddity that 
caresses the heartstrings and lin¬ 
gers in the memory. 

Intentionally languid pacing will 
divide audiences, who are used 
to jump-out-of-seat scares from 
cinema's forays into the supernatu¬ 
ral, especially one protracted scene 
of actress Rooney Mara tearfully 
devouring a pie to vomitous excess. 
She plays M, who lives in a one-level 
house with her musician husband C 
(Affleck). 

Late one night, they are rudely 
roused by a crash of piano keys in 
the living room. 

When a discombobulated C inves¬ 
tigates, he finds no evidence of an 


intruder. 

Soon after, C is killed in a car ac¬ 
cident outside the house and M 
drowns in crashing waves of grief. 
She is oblivious to the ghost of her 
husband, who has walked from the 
morgue to the house. 

As time passes, rewinds and resets, 
the ghost of C witnesses a party in 
the same home where one guest 
(Will Oldham) drunkenly rages 
against a nihilistic world hell-bent 
on self-destruction, and the arrival 
of a single mother (Sonia Acevedo) 
and her children, whose unwanted 
presence compels the ghost of C to 
lash out. 

A Ghost Story is an artfully 
composed memento mori, which 
unfolds in long unbroken takes. 
Mara and Affleck share the screen 
for the majority of the film. 
Lowery's elegiac picture is by turns 
strange and wonderful, beguiling 
and infuriating, and moved me 
profoundly.

The City Always Wins by Omar 
Robert Hamilton is published in 
hardback by Faber & Faber, priced

Journalist and filmmaker Omar 
Robert Hamilton's debut novel The 
City Always Wins follows a group of 
friends, colleagues and protesters 
at the front line of the 2011 Arab 
Spring revolution in Egypt. Focus¬ 
ing on young couple Mariam and 
Khalil, it takes you to the heart of 
the action as the activists attempt 
to dodge bullets while throwing 
stones at the authorities. Hamilton, 
founder of the Mosireen Collec¬ 
tive in Cairo, a non-profit media 
collective charting events during 
and after the Arab Spring, shows 
the impact of new media on the 
movement as the characters pro¬ 
duce the ChaosCairo podcast and 
website carrying "news, tactics and 
triumphs" from the "unstoppable" 
revolution. Khalil moves from hav¬ 
ing his "back straighten with virile 
pride" when he gets a complimen¬ 
tary Facebook message hailing his 
bravery on a Chaos post, thinking 


"the whole word is watching, all 
your ex-girlfriends are watching", to 
realising as the political landscape 
shifts beyond recognition "we were 
prime time once, we had so many 
friends once". There is no shirking 
the grim realities in this profoundly 
moving work, which opens in a 
morgue, and is ultimately an elegy, 
not just for the loss of revolutionary 
hopes, but also youth and young 
love.

then tragedy; and their friends, 
colleagues and housekeepers, who 
help paint a picture of bustling life 
in a city infamous for danger and 
racial tension.

FAMILIES in Oxfordshire look¬ 
ing for care for their loved ones 
are in good hands - if they can 
afford the eye-watering price 
tag. 

Over the past 18 months, Oxford¬ 
shire’s ranking based on Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission reports has sky¬ 
rocketed from 45th place out of 47 
counties up to 10th. 

But at the same time it has become 
the most expensive county in Eng¬ 
land for residential care, at an aver¬ 
age cost of £954.58 every week. 

Ahead of a government debate 
on the issue this autumn, Age UK 
Oxfordshire chief executive Penny 
Thewlis said the steep improve¬ 
ment in quality was good news. 

She said: “This is borne out by the 
experience of majority of people we 
are in contact with. Local care pro¬ 
viders across the sector are to be ap¬ 
plauded for their hard work.” 

Some 88 per cent of the 202 or¬ 
ganisations operating in the county 
ranked ‘good’ or ‘outstanding’ from 
the CQC, compared to a national av¬ 
erage of 80 per cent. 

But Ms Thewlis added that good 
quality had a ‘price ticket’ attached 
to it and the affordability of care 
was a ‘massive cause of anxiety’ to 
families looking after a loved one. 

She said: “People who contact us 
are often shell-shocked that they 
are being asked to pay somewhere 
in the region of £50,000 a year for 
residential care.

“This yet again throws into sharp 
relief the urgent need for a debate 
about how the costs of care are 
shared between society and the in¬ 
dividual.” 

Average weekly costs were calcu¬ 
lated by comparison website Trust- 
edCare, which contacted 41 homes 
in Oxfordshire to find out their 
weekly rates. 

In contrast people in Lancashire 
could expect to pay an average of 
£531.27 a week for residential care - 
a total of £22,012.54 less than an Ox¬ 
fordshire resident each year. 

Eddy McDowall, chief executive 
of the Oxfordshire Association of 
Care Providers, said the cost of 


living in Oxfordshire was forcing 
firms to pay more competitive rates. 

He said: “Delivering care in the 
current climate is a huge challenge. 
Oxfordshire is an expensive place to 
live and we also have very few peo¬ 
ple looking for work. 

“On top of that care providers 
don’t operate in an isolated envi¬ 
ronment and they have costs passed 
onto them by suppliers; there’s a 
hothouse of costs going round.” 

People who cannot afford fees in 
the private care sector receive fi¬ 
nancial support from Oxfordshire 
County Council, which pays among 
the highest rates in the country. 

Cowley resident Sandra Hook, 67, 


has received top-ups to pay for her 
104-year-old mother-in-law’s care at 
Triangle Care Home in Wheatley 
for the past three years. 

Her partner of 13 years, Bruce 
Simmons, 76, is today set to move 
into Longlands Care Home in Black¬ 
bird Leys, which offers specialist 
care to people with dementia. 

She said: “With Bruce I had to let 
my head rule my heart. With his 
mum we knew we couldn’t look af¬ 
ter her; if she had stayed at home 
with a carer they still would have 
had to top it up. I couldn’t have done 
without the money. I don’t know 
what would have happened.”

cillor Colin Dingwall single-hand¬ 
edly cared for both of his elderly 
parents for eight years up until 
their deaths in 2012. 

Instead of funding care home 
placements, he said, the county 
council should compensate individ¬ 
uals who give up their jobs to sup¬ 
port a loved one. 

He said: “For the first four and 
a half years I didn’t get any sup¬ 
port and as time went by their care 
needs were greater and greater. 

“If a family member is on a low¬ 
er-paid job, it might be cheaper for 
the council to help them; you can’t 
get better care than from your own 
relative at home.”
